He entered Brown University in 1708, and 
grid noted in-1802. . He studied law in the 
office of Nathaniel Searle, and while (v.slu- 
dent there, went to France, where he pur- 
sued the siu'dy of the language a year' and 
s hall jon hi> return to 'this ,'country, -hei 
ivns adrmllea1 to practice;, by'the Suprerrte 
Court of this Slate.

In 1812 ho removed to New -York; and 


became the editor of"National '• Advocate— 
In New Yory he waa appointed Judge of 
the Marine : Court, continuing In the prae 
lice of his profession ai a Chamber Coun- 
sellor. He was also elected a member ol 
the Legislature, in which • hii talents and 
character gave him comraandiog influence 
He was u\so a prominent nnd very influen 
tial member of ib.e Constitutional Convea 
lion ot 1821). .In 1815, he wat appointei 
Roporler of-the Decisions of tho Supremi 
Court of the'Unitod Bta'tee. He held thj 
appointment.till 1827, and published twelv 
volumes ofreporls. 


In 1827, he was appointed by John Q.um 


cy Adams, Charge d'Affaires to Copenha 
gen. Here he rendered distinguished ser 
vices and laid the foundation oi' that repu 
tation as npublicist which has extended to 
both hemisphere*, and which will long pre- 
serve his memory. In 1836,-he was trans- 
S'erred to Berlin, and, the year after, was 
raised to the rank 61 Minister Plenipotenti- 
ary. 
In Prussia, his services were long and 


eminent. He stood confessedly at the head 


• of American diplomacy, and n as .regarded, 


ttore than any other man. a* the represen- 
tatives of th« Arrierican governmetil. Hie 
«5ulie* were by no means confined to the 
Court-to which he was accredited, but ex- 
tended to every country of Europe, where 
American interests were to be served or 
American character te be sustained. His 
counsel WQV continually sought by the other 
American le gallon*, and indeed few mat- 
ters of high importance between the Amer- 
ican Ministers and any of the European 
Courts were perfected without the benefit 
of his advice. Mr. Wheaton's reputation 
was even (jrcuterm Europe than at hniiir, 
for there he was better known and more in- 
timately appreciated. He acquired, in a 
remarkable degree,'the confidence of the 
sovereign*'nnd 
ministers with whom he 


carne io contact, arid his opinions were 
standard authority in all matter* Of public 
Jaw. Among the men who had enjoyed, 
the best opportunities of br.coming acquain- 
ted will) him, and who entertained the high- 
est opinion 'of his talents and his character 
mtiy be mentioned the King of Prussia, ihe 
King of ih'e French, Prince Metterniclv, 
Baron Humboldi, and M.'Guizot. 


On his return home, he accepted the 


Chair of Profeisor of International Law in 
Harvard University, and was about to com- 
mence up^ii the duties of the appointment 
when he was attacked with the illness which 
resulted in'his death. 


Mr 
Wheaton received I he degree of 


Doctor of Liuvs at Brown University in IS,' 
19. at Hamilton College in 1843, and at Har- 
vard University in 1845. He was a mem- 
ber of the French Institute und of many ol 
ihti most distinguished societies of learned 
men in fiuropu. 


Mr. Whealon's principal works are a 


treatiee upon the Law of Captures, Ele- 
. inentBof International Law. Sketch of the 
Law of Niuions from the Peace of Wesl; 


phalin, nn essay on the Right of Search, 
twelve volumes ol lleporti and a Digest 
of the Reports, The Life of William Pinck- 
ney,and AJIistory o! the Northmen.
